Speaking (upon the “Business 
Woman’s Opportunity for American- 
ization,” Mrs. G. A. Reilly, in charge 
of welfare work on the Southern Pa- 
cific, interested the Berkeley Teach- 
ets’ Associition recently with an ac- 
count of what this railroad was doing 
for employees, both foreign and native 
born. 7 y ¥ 

“Because of the irying climate in 
certain portions of the Southwest 
along the lines of the Southern Pa- 
cific.” Mrs. Reilly explained, “it has 
been necessary to employ great num- 
bers of Mexicans, and as early as 1909 
Americanization as an asset was rec- 
ognized. Life and work must be com- 
fortable and joyous and unless these 
two things can be-brought about for 
the foreigner no amount of theoretical 
education or preaching can American- 
ize him, ‘Talking about Washington 
and Lincoln and our high ideal of 
democracy and then elbowing our way 
in front of those who cannot under- 
stand our language and customs, or 
holding ourselves aloof from them, is 
net going to win their respect and 
confidence nor make them desirous of 
becoming loyal citizens. They will 
only be more susceptible to the flat- 
tery and cajolery of their sunve, rad- 
ical countryman, who, if he complains 
of this Government or of our Presi- 
dent, is doing no more than the for- 
eigner has heard seemingly good, in- 
telligent Americans do. But if we first 
make their lives happier and brighter 
by improving the home and living con- 
ditions by making a contented man or 
woman, then he will know it is better 
to be an American and it will be diffi- 
cult for the radical agitator to reach 
him. 

Improve Conditions,

The statement will probably be 
made that the reason for failure to

careless practices, of the 6397 safety 
suggestions made during the year end- 
ing September 30, 6018 or over 94 per 
cent of the total pertained to con- 
ditions and only 379 or less than 6 per 
cent of total pertained to practices. 

White working conditions should be 
made as sufe as possible, it logically 
follows, since most accidents are occa~ 
sioned by careless practices, that the 
force of the salety movement should 
be directed to and exerted against such 
practices. The number of suggestions 
mnade pertaining to careless practices 
contrasted w ith the number made per- 
taining to conditions with the fact be- 
fore us that careless practices are 
chiefly responsible for accidents, in- 

icates that more attention should be 
given to careless practices and the 
cause of same. not only by members of 
safety committees but by every officer 
and employee. Unsafe practices are 
equally as intolerable as unsafe con- 
ditions, and te the elimination of both 
we should all earnestly dedicate our 
best endeavor, 

With New Year’s greetings coupled 
with an expression of appreciation of 
the splendid efforts made by all to 
prevent accidents I confidently unite 
the prediction that the ensuing year 
will be characterized by still greater 
achieventents in this regard.

The principal question is not how 
many locomotives a road has, but how 
many good serviceable locomotives,

Next to maching installation the 
problem pres sented in shop operation 
which is most deserving of study is 
the question of transportation of parts.

The railroads have not as a general 
rule organized their mechanical de- 
partments on a manufacturing basis, 
fut have depended upon outside 
sources for the greater proportion of 
actured products, and such 
as they have maintained 
have been largely for repair and main- 
tenance work because of the diver- 
sified products of the ordinary railroad 
repair shop, the question of pro- 
duction has not been given the con- 
sideration it has in other fields. Such 
work has usually been carried on as a 
side line at the largest repair shops 
on the individual roads. On this basis, 
it has been found economical to install 
hinery and methods at a 
point and manufacture 
in quantities for storehouse 
stock, to he distributed on requisition 
to the smaller shops or terminals over 
the system. 

It is scarcely to be expected that in 
railroad work it will be possible to 
introduce the methods used in auto- 
mobile manufacture or kindred lines, 
but it should be quite possible to pro- 
duce profitably at a centralized shop 
or manufacturing plant parts used in 
sufficiently large. quantities.

As a gen- 
erat proposition corporations are will- 
ing to pay well for satisfactory serv- 
ice. They ure frequently more anxious 
for their employees to succeed than 
the eniployees are themselves, for the 
future existence of the corporation de- 
pends upon the talent that is developed 
from the rank and file for responsible 
positions that death, promotion and 
unforeseen circumstances are continue 
ally making vacant. 

Were the property itself simply 
built up to a point of service, without 
regard to its future, its value as a 
utility would be short-lived and con- 
siderable anxiety would develop as to 
where the money would come from to 
cover pay checks, The Telegraph De- 
partment is not different from any 
other department in regard to the op- 
portunity for advancement. We are 
continually on the alert for those who 
show the proper qualities. Employees 
can increase their earning capacity 
by study and effort and by qualifying 
for better positions. Increased effi- 
ciency and ability are what the em- 
ployer needs, and with the develop- 
ment of his business comes the em- 
ployee’s reward, for a big concern is 
best able financially and otherwise to 
develop positions of importante.

Grade Crossing Casualties Decrease. 

Due to efforts of the press, schools, 
churches, business organizations and 
railroads to educate the public con- 
cerning danger in crossing railroad 
at grade aud to exercise proper 
precaution so as to avoid being struck 
by trains, the number of grade-cross~ 
ing casualties for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1919, was less than for 1918, 
notwithstanding a substantial increase 
in the number of automobiles in use, 
as shown by the following:

This shows a decrease in 1919 com- 
pared with 1918 of 8 less killed and an 
increase of 5 injuries, or a net decrease 
in casualties of 3. There are approxi- 
mately 6,000,000 automobiles in use ‘in 
the United States with an estimated 
Seating capacity of 30,000,000. Of 
these in 1919 there were 491,240 owned 
in California, or about one-twelfth of 
the total in the United States; 

During 1919, 532 automobiles were 
damaged or destroyed, of which nearly 
one-half attempted to cross almost im- 
mediately in front of approaching 
trains, while in 137 instances the train 
was run into by automobile instead of 
antomobile by train. Five crossing flag- 
men were run down and injured and 
31 crossing gates were run into and 
broken, Following is the summary:

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REVIEW OF FEDERAL CON- 
TROL, At, 

[ns an ardress before the Association 
af the Bar of the Chy of New York on 
January 7th, Direc yr-General Hines 
made some interesting comments on 
what has been done during the period of 
Federal control. ‘fhe address, in part, 
follows: 

Railroad Credit Protected. 

Let me say that, despite the wide- 
spread fashion of criticising Federal 
control of railroads and attributing to tt 
practically every condition that grew out 
of the war, my deliberate judgment is 
that Federal contro! has rendered some 
very important public services which far 
outweigh any defects with which it may 
he chargeatile. 

For one thing, it. protected railroad 
credit through a period of most critical 
financial difheulty, When we consider on 
the one hand the precarious situation of 
public utitities in many parts of the coun- 
try, and on the ether hand the results 
whieh the railroad propertics have en- 
Joyed during Federal control, it must be 
cleat that a highly important service has 
been rendered in the protection af in- 
yestitient in railroad property and of the 
due returns therefrom. 

Equally important results have been 
obtained frora the viewpoint of the gen- 
eta] public, Ina time of great difficulty 
and with an amount of equipment which 
wis inadequate even before Federal con- 
trol began, the unified operation of the 
railroads has produccd a total trans- 

‘ portation service greater than ever be- 
fore in the bistery of the country and has 
done it with far less congestion and de- 
Jay than was characteristic of conditions 
of heavy busiuess under private control, 
Generally speaking the period of heaviest 
business is in the fall months. In these 
months both in 1918 and 1919 the busi- 
ness was heavier than in any correspond- 
ing periods prior to the war. A greater 
volume of traffic was moved and with far 
Jess congestion than was characteristic 
af the conditions of private management. 
J know on several occasions in the fall 
months prior to Federal contral that 
trafic congestion in some parts of the 
catty reached such a state as to con- 
stttite a transportation crisis, but these 
conditions were obviated through the use 
of the opportunities which came from 
unified control I attribute the achieve- 
ment entirely to the opportunities which 
unified control gave and not te any su- 
perior wisdom which [ claim was pos- 
sessed by the Railroad Administration. 


First Aim Was to Win the War. 

1 want to emphasize the. point that the 
railroads were placed under Government 
control during the war and that the pre- 
dominant motive ducing the war was the 
prompt movement of troops and war sup- 


plics. From January 1, 1918, to November 
1, 1919, 13,446,839 soldiers, sailors and 
marines were moved on the railroads in 
the United States, and this was equiva~ 
lent to transporting one passenger $,917,- 
658,719 miles, thus necessitating the use 
of 213,749 railroad coaches and Pullmans 
and the movement of over 18,000 special 
trains. The civilian inconventerices, 
which have been dwelt upon so con- 
sistently, resulted in a very large measure 
from the primacy which had to be given 
to this war object. 
A Question of Rates. . 

The fact that there has been a defictt 
from railroad operations under Federal 
control has been regarded by many as 
conclusive evidence of the necessity for 
a precipitate return to private control, 
but the fact is that the deficit has not 
been due to excessive costs. The costs 
have not been relatively greater than in 
other lines of enterprise. The real rea- 
son for the deficit is due to the fact that 
the prices charged for railroad transpor- 
tation have not been increased in keep- 
ing with the increases in prices of com- 
modities. For the first six months of 
Federal control no increase was initiated 
by the Director-General in the rates of 
transportation. If the increase in rates 
which were put into effect by him in the 
jatter part of June, 1918, had been put into 
effect on January 1, 1918, at the very be- 
ginning of Federal control, the Class 
One railroads would have shown a profit 
of about $14,000,000 at the end of Oc- 
tober, 1919, at the expiration of twenty- 
two months of Federal control, instead of 
a deficit of nearly $500,000,000. In other 
words, the deficit can fairly be said to 
have been due to the fact that the in- 
crease in rates was necessarily deferred 
six months. The entire deficit for the 
period from January, 1918, to October, 
1919, both inclusive, for Class One rail- 
roads and large terminal companies in 
Federal operation, was $480,000,000, but 
if the rate increases made in June, 1918, 
had been effective on January 1, 1918, 
from which time of course the increased 
expenses were largely effective, the ad- 
ditional revenue, without any increase in 
operating expenses, would have been 
$494,000,000, thus more than offsetting 
the deficit and leaving a profit of $14,-

SAUTOMATIC TRAIN CONTROL. 


Following more than a year of in- 
‘vestigation, during which time many 
‘actual tests ot catilrosds were made, 
qhe Automatic Train Control Com- 
anittee has reported that ou lines of 
heavy traffic, fully equipped with auto- 
atic block signals, “the use of train 
‘gontrol devices is desirable, but that 
“she relative merits of the varlong types 
of-automatic train control cannot be 
determined unl further tests have 
heen nade,” also that “inore extended 
gervice tests. including complete re- 
ports of performances, are necessary 
hefare a decision can be reached on 
the ‘availability for general practical 
tse of any af the devices that have 
heen brought to the attention of the 
cauimittee.”

signals to perform their functions 15 a 
comparatively rare occurrenée. Track 
circuit control block signal systems 
are go designed that, when any part 
fails, the signal should display the stop 
indication. In some casts of failure, 
however, the signal indicates pro 
ceed,” even though it should indicate 
‘caution’ or ‘stop.’ Such failures, 
known as ‘false clear’ failures, contain 
a serious element of danger, but their 
infrequency makes the possibility of 
rolfision from this cause exceedingly 
remote, 

“Collisions due to the failure of em- 
ployces to comply with rules from a 
large portion of the total number re- 
ported, and many of these could not 
have been prevented by an automatic 
train control device. 

“Automatic train control devices 
may be expected to prevent only such 
acedents as are due to the failure of 
employees to observe, understand and 
obey signal indications. Failure to see 
or understand signals may be due to 
smoke, fog, snow, absence of the night 
signal indications, complexity in the 
scheme of indication, unfamiliarity of 
the engineman with the route over 
which the train is running, the division 
of his attention, or his physical in- 
pacity, ete. Failure to obey signal in~ 
dications that are seen and understood 
are tate and include only those cases 
where enginemen in their anxiety to 
make time take chances or where they 
use poor judgment in the interpreta- 
tion of rules which permit them to 
exercise some discretion. 

“There appears to be a popular mis- 
conception as to the number of fatali- 
ties that might be prevented by auto- 
matic train control devices. Statistics 
show that train collisions have been 
the cause of less than six per cent of 
the fatalities to persons other than 
trespassers. 

“All fatalities resulting from train 
collisions average, per year, 296, or 
15.6 per cent of the fatalities to non- 
trespassers, and of this number many 
result from coflisions occurring on 
yard tracks or at other places where 
they would not have been prevented 
by an antomatic train control device.” 
Fhe committee points out, however, 
that the foregoing should not be taken 
as niinimizing the seriousness of the 
situation, However, the limitations of 
automatic control. devices should 
wevertheless be clearly understood.

Commenting on a recent accident to 
the Harrison Street swing ‘bridge in 
Oakland, General Bridge -Inspector 
G.W. Rear points out that -it demon- 
strated the value and necessity for our 
all-around organization :in the Main- 
tenance of Way Department.

MORE COMPENSATION. 


The following was addressed to the 
chief surgeons of the Southern Pacific, 
Western Pacific, Northwestern. Pa- 
cific, Santa Fe, Oregon-Washington 
Railway and Navigation -Company; 


San Pedro, Los Angeles and Sait ¢ 


Lake, Oregon Short. Line, San Diego 
and Arizona and Oahu Railroad “and 
Land Company: 

“At the last annual meeting of the 
Pacific Association of . Railway ‘Sur- 
geons the matter of compensation for 
services rendered railroad officers and 
employees by such surgeons was dis- 
cussed, and it was the unanimous opin- 
ion that present compensation is ‘most 
inadequate.

GIVE FULL INFORMATION: TO 
PASSENGERS, 


“When passengers find: their -train 
is off schedule and perhaps ‘losing 
time,” says Superintendent Brennan 
of Sacramento .in a recent circular, 
“they become dissatisfied and ‘critical, 
and simply being informed that they 
are running as 2 section of a certain 
train, does not definitely give :passen- 
gers who are unfamiliar with oper- 
ating customs the required informa- 
tion. 

“Passenger - trainmen “should” make 
it a point to inform passengers -intel- 
‘ligently and promptly the cause of 
train being late, giving ‘them ‘all the 
information, ‘necessary about trains 
with’ which they connect.” If ‘they are 
jeft without.any information.as.to-how 
or when they..can reach ‘their’ desti- 
‘nations, and ‘are ‘therefore unable to 
carry out engagements ‘or ‘plans ‘or're- 
arrange them through late arrival of 
trains, they are_apt?to ‘be considerably

There is something fascinating 
about a foconiotive whistle... It is the 
mystic language of the rails, widely 
audible but not very. widely under-

To the uninitiated, an ‘engine whistle 
seems -only’ to -say: ;“Here 1 come, 
look out for me!” - But to the railroad 
men, and particularly : those of the 
Operating Department, - -the shrill sig- 
nals from an engine constitute a 
vocabulary that is quite extensive.

During the year 1919 the Portland 
Division originated | one hundred 
seven. thousand five hundred thirty- 
three (107,533) loads, which consisted 
of 2.854.070 tons.

Oregon. 

During the last year thirty-one 
bridges have been filled which en- 
tailed the excavation and transporta- 
tion of 550,000 yards of material. Two 
hundred thousand yards of gravel and 
decomposed granite were also exca- 
vated and used in reinforcement of 
track at various points. 

Twenty-five miles of new block sig- 
nals were installed, including district 
Oswego-Cook where train movements 
average about twenty-cight daily. 

All the light rail was changed out 
on the Yaquina branch and on heavy 
curves of the Tallamook branch, en- 
abling improved train performance 
and increasing the factor of safety in 
operation. 

New passenger station at Salem was 
completed shortly following Federal 
control, and new station Marshfield 
was recently completed. 

rf Present Problems, 

The problem now confronting the 
Transportation Department is that of 
moving the heavily increased traffic 
daily becoming greater with renewal 
of solicitation, with return of Sunset- 
Gulf and Ogden routings. However, 
aside frem shortage of power and 
equipment, the work is progressing 
satisfactorily. An important factor:in 
this is the return to duty of some.200 
employees following their absence in 
various war activities, thus strengthen-

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AUTOMATIC SIGNAL SETS FINE 
EXAMPLE, 


By L. 0. DARROW 
iHeceamenta Division, Safety Carmuittes) 


“In the safety movement the auto- 
matic signals and interlocked switches 
were among the pioncers, Long ago 
ional nan-failures made it neces- 
to introduce mechanical and elec~ 
1 safety devices to assist in the 
sale operation of trains, through all 
sorts of adverse conditions. Safety 
ix the first consideration in their con- 
struction and maintainance, and as far 
as possible the circuits and other 
features are so arranged that broken 
wires, exhausted batteries and many 
other sources of trouble cattse ‘Stop’ 
signals rather than giving ‘False clear’ 
signal 

“There is no system that has 
reached a state of 100 per cent pertec- 
tion, and consequently there are re- 
mote instances of failures which cause 
a signal to indicate a clear track when 
the track is occupied, Ht is just this 
possibility that emphasizes the neces- 
sity of all concerned being constantly 
on the alert, and not depending en- 
tirely upon some one else or a ma- 
chiuc, to protect them. 

“The automatic air brake is con- 
structed along similar lines. If the air 

caks out or a pipe breaks, it will 
use the’ brakes to be set. The 
traight air’ system has long since 
been abondoted as unsafe. 

“These man-failures do not seem to 
be due to detiberate disobedience, but 
rather a lack of constant attention to 
signals and other conditions oder 
which trains are being operated. The 
cause of a number of accidents have 
been traced to this lack of attention. 


“The teudency to rely on some one 
else for protection sooner or later 
will get a nian into trouble, as the man 
he is depending on. may pass it along 
to the uext man, No doubt you have 
heard of cases of this kind, when the 
engineer dependad on the fireman and 
the fireman had“to fix something on 
the engine at the critical time. The 
conductor, busy in the caboose and 
depended ov the brakeman on top, so 
the brakeman on top was the main 
safeguacd. The brakeman on top fig- 
ured that the engineer knew his busi- 
uess and would Jook out for the 
proper fulfillment of orders. Such 
cases have resulted in serious acci- 
dents when any one of the crew hav- 
ing been on the alert would have 
avoided the accident, 


There ‘may not be many such cases 
on this ion but nevertheless sim- 
ilar cases have caused the manage~ 
ment to organize a system of sur- 
sts. to check up trainmen and 
to insure all hands being con- 
on the job and, no doubt, oc- 
jonally some one is found napping. 
“In adopting automatic signals the 
object was to obtain a safety device 
that would be on the Job and do its 
duty periectly, uwenty-four hours of 
the day, every day in the year and

The first essential to efficient work 
of any kind is good feeling and lots 
of it, 1 don’t mean sentimentality or 
lax discipline. I mean just fine work, 
based on mutual understanding, sym- 
pathy, confidence, purpose, co-~ opera- 
tion of employer and employce. When 
this feeling is reached, and 1 believe 
it has been in these meetings, good is 
bound to result. 

‘fhe human clement is practically 
the only element left to deal with in 
accident prevention, Of course, many 
improvements are being made and 
will continue to be made in the me- 
chanical line, but, taken as-a whole, 
the workman himself is the most im- 
portant factor. 

Carelessness which causes about 80 
per cent of our accidents today shows 
disregard for family, friends and self 
and sets an example to fellow-work- 
ers, which amounts to a crime against 
them. However, carelessness should 
be treated not as a crime, but as a 
disease, Ordinary cases will respond 
tu local treatment—that is, to the ad- 
vice and caution of friends. More 
serious cases should be referred to the 
propery official whose experience will 
show them the proper method of 
treatment in each individual case. An 
habitually careless man, however, is a 
pest, and for the sake of humanity 
should be removed toa place of safety 
where he cannot infect others with 
his dread malady. 


When a man has some bodily ail- 
ment he receives one thousand and 
one suggestions from his co-workers, 
but when he indulges in some danger- 
ous practice, these same co-workers 
sometimes shrug their shoulders and 
say, “that is his lookout.” When this 
attitude is done away with and there 
is better co-operation among fellow 
workers, there will be many a mis- 
step avoided by the advice and caution 
of the wiser or cooler head who takes 
an slnterest in others as well as him- 
self, 


would not get sick or go to sleep or 
go on strike. The up to date signal 
system pretty nearly comes upto these. 
requirements, but they .too require 
occasional surprise testing to insure 
proper operation. There are. .many 
thousands of operations of automatic 
signals to one-stop failure and perhaps 
millions of. signal operations -to.-one 
‘False clear’ failure.

ssification of our tele- 
graph service, as undertaken recently, 
is working aut very advantageously 
according 10 BE. L. King, superinten- 
dent of telegraph. 

Until March 1, telegrams as a gen- 
eral rule were transmitted over our 
wires in the order ot their filing time, 
the exceptions being pink messages 
and those marked rush. This led to 
congestion of our ci Ss between 
40 a.m. and 12:30 p,m. and between 
2:30 pom, and evening, with a slack 
period at midday and at night. 

A new telegraph blank, upon which 
the urgeney of the messige may be 
indicated, permits more effective use 
of-otr wires by distributing the toad 
more evenly. Under the new system 
telegrams may be “pinked” as at pres 
ent or labeled “preferred,” “day” or 
“night” 

Preferred messages of an urgent 
nature to be given prompt service to 
destination. . 

Day messages of less urgent ature 
tocbe transmitted after pink and pre- 
ferted business, but to reach destina- 
tion before the close of the business 
day, 

Night: messages to be transmitted 
some time during the night, but in 
time to reach destination for the Open- 
ing of the business day. (These may 
be written and filed in telegraph office 
at any time daring day or night.)

Timely Suggestions by Southern Inspector on Value 
of Quoting | Rates m roperly 


By 0, L, DONALDSON 
(Turifl Inapeotor, Southern District) 


Je has been well said that common 
carriers have nothing to self but trans- 
portation, Aside from a few services 
invidental to transportation this is very 
true. Accordingly it falls to the Jot of 
all of us to sec that th ry highest 
quality of transportation service is 
furnished by our company. 

Ag nis unt rate clerks are usually 
the point of contact with pros- 

b rons. Right here lic oppor- 
‘or sulenanship of the highest 
Business is sensitive and 


order, 
usually follows channels of lowest 


cost, yet courtesy and a comprelien- 
sive grasp of detail on the part of 
agents and rate clerks will frequently 
secure a passenger or a catload in the 
face of a slight rate discrepancy. As 
a reminder to some of the older men 
in the service and information to the 
yOUNEET 3 jew observations along this 
y he found helpful. 

New turiffs and supplements should 
be carefully studied, noting particu- 
larly the reference marks to footnotes, 
aniniam hts, etc, Read 
carefutly the application clause of the 
tariff and construe the wording Titer- 
ally. Do not read into it a meaning 
not expressed. More care and skill 

are given to wording these important 
clauses now than in times past. Be 
t lookout for changes affecting 
vusiness at your station and when 
changing conditions bring about an 
unfavorable rate adjustment. by all 
means write your general freight agent 
a note--he may be in touch with it and 
he may not. Better risk losing a little 
stationery than a carload of hogs. 

By being familiar with your tariffs 
you can frequently advise the cancel- 
{ution of some obsolete conmmodity 
rate, thereby relieving the rate sheets 
of unnecessary matter. Frequent re- 
quests are received for foreign’ line 
rates. Do not hesitate to ask the gen- 
eral freight office for these. by wire if 
urgent, mailgram otherwise. Aways 
state whether it is a prospective or 
completed shipment. If a completed 
ane give bill lading date. This_pre- 
caution will often avoid receiving a 
cancelled rate, as current rates are 
always furnished unless otherwise ‘re- 


quested. Jt is well to keep a mem- 
orandum of these rates as a matter 
of information, but they are not trnst- 
worthy for revision purposes after -a 
week OT 50. 

In quoting rates keep in mind the 
advantage to the patron in using our 
line and avoid emphasizing any un- 
iavorable condition that may exist. 
The following one- sided telephone 
conversation was recently overheard 
in a freight office: 

Question— 

Answer--The rate on beans carload 
from A to B is 49 cents a hundred 
pounds. Minimum 36,000 pounds. 

Question— 

Answe! Yes, it is a little high, but 
you see it is a class rate. There is no 
commodity rate on beans to B. 

Question— 

_ Answer—Yes, you will have to take 
it up with the general freight agent. 

Of course, 1 am sure the above did 
not occur on Southern Pacific Lines, 
but am also quite sure that the gen- 
eral freight agent had an opportunity 
to start a file on a rate reduction in 


-beans.

We all know that the few people 
who five on the Pacific Coast cannot 
possibly absorb our tremendos pro- 
duction, consequently it is necessary 
for ug to look toward the densely 
poptilated sections of the country for 
an outlet and a market for our prod- 
uets. Those consuming centers are 
fram 1000 to 3000 mites removed from 
the points of production. Now then, 
whatis aur problem? The balk of our 
giroducts are perishable. They must 
reach the consumer in as few days as 
possible after harvest; they must be 
picked with care; they must be han- 
dled to the packing sheds with care; 
they must be carefully graded and 
packed in suitable containers; they 
must be loaded as quickly as possible 
into refrigerated cars; they must be 
dispatched on regular and fast fruit 
schedules to the eastern market; the 
cars iust be kept fully iced to desti- 
nation; and if all of this is done the 
fruit or vegetable will arrive at the 
point where it is to be consumed in as 
near the same clean, wholesome and 
eatable condition as it was in at the 
tine of harvest, and the housewife of 
the East, recognizing the superior qual- 
ity and freshness of the fruit or vege- 
table wilt gladly pay a price that 
should return a fair net profit to the 
farmer, after a fair return is made for 
the cost of transportation and dis- 
tribution. Sometimes this fair price 
is nat realized. The reason for this 
ean be generally traced. It may be 
that it was duc to the poor quality of 
the pack, it may be due to the fact 
that there are too liberal supplies on 
the market and the goods sacrificed; 
it may be that they may have deteri- 
orated in transit, due possibly to the 
fact. that picking may have been done 
at the immnroper stage of maturity for 
foug distance transportation or that 
negligence on the part of the carriers 
in not providing sufficient and regular 
refrigeration, or perhaps the schedule 
was too long and the car too long in 
transit;.or it may be that some dis- 
ease developed in transit. But gen- 
erally speaking the greatest losses and 
waste in perishable foodstuffs is un- 
doubtedly caused by the ‘lack of co- 
ordination in the wide and equitable 
distribution of production from :vari- 
ous competing producing _ sections, 
causing the-glutting of some markets 
and the statving af others af the same 
time.

The fuel bill for the Coast Division 
is almost as much as is paid all of the 
shopmes and three times us much as 
is paid engineers and firemen, Al- 
though there is hardly a person in the 
operating department who is: not re- 
sponsible to some extent for the 
gousumption of fuel, the two most in- 
portant persons by far are the round- 
house foretitan and the engineer, Al+ 
though theic duties are widely differ- 
eut, they are so closely interwoven 
and one dependent on the other that 
without teamoork and muteal under- 
standing neither can obtain the proper 
results, The engineer cannot make a 
Ba! tory performance unless his 
engine is in proper condition, neither 
ean the best roundhouse foreman keep 
the engine in proper condition unless 
he has the support of the engineer, 
This support comes in the proper care 
of the engine while in the engincer’s 
charge and an intelligent and careful 
report of any defects which may have 
occurred while on the road. By being 
particular about his reports, not only 
ean the engineer save fuel, but he 
can save in the cost of unnecessary 
\shor; for example, the right valve 
reported blowing and on examination 
nothing found wrong. The left is 
then examined and the cost doubled. 

At liest thought-one wouid say that 
the engincer was the more important, 
as he has the consumption of fuel uns 


Three things have contributed 
to the high cost of railroading: 
Increased cost of labor, material 
and fuel, and of the three the last 
has outstripped all the rest. ‘To- 
day fuel oil is approaching ‘the 
point where it can Jay claim ‘to 


the title of “liquid gold.” 

The relation between engineer 
and roundhouse foremen, both ‘of 
whom can de much toward con: 
serving fuel, is explained in ‘this 
article. 


der his direct control Yet all he.can 
do is to work his engine and handle 
his train to the best of his’ judgment 
and his field of opportunity is limited 
to his individual efforts ‘on his in 
dividual trips, while the- roundhouse 
foreman’s efforts and ability,:or lack 
of ability, is refiected in the Desform- 
ance of every engine and engine crew 
that he may have in the district. His 
field of opportunity and ‘his respon~ 
sibility is infimitely greater than the 
engineer, and, although he is.-seldom 
in the limelight, unless perhaps when 
he makes a mistake, he can and does 
more to conserve fuel than any one 
person on the job. 

The roundhouse foreman, to ‘a cer- 
tain extent, must be familiar with all of 
the trades in connection with the up- 
keep of the lecomotive. He must be 
conversant with afl of the rules as re-

“WN KEEPING ‘with its aim to be constructively help- 
ful, the Bulletia desires to aid its readers to a full 
understanding of that section of the law, recently 
‘passed by Congress in connection with the return of 

the railroads to private operation March Ist lust, which 

dealswith the subject of dispotes between railroads and 
their ‘employees. 

The spirit of the act is embodied in section 3UL, which 
places the obligation upon the railroads and their em- 


> iployees alike to-use every reasonable effort to avoid inter- 


ruptions to the public service in connection with any dis- 
pute between them, After months of consideration in 
Congress and after every class and section of the citizens 
‘of the United States had been heard from, this section 
Uptaysbe said to express the voice of the American people 
cand to serve notice both upon the railroads and their em- 
ployees-as to the expectations of the public. 
Section 301.reads as follows: 
coe" Tt shall be the duty of all carriers and their 
‘officers, “employees, and agents to exert every reasonable 
“effort and Adopt every available means to avoid any inter-- 
ruption to the operation of any carrier growing out of 
‘Any dispute between the carrier and the employees or sub- 
ordinate officials thereof, All such disputes.shall be con- 
sidered and, if possible, decided in conference between 
representatives designated and authorized so to confer 
‘hy, the carriers, or the employees or subordinate officials 
thereof, directly interested in the dispute, If any dispute 
“Gs, not decided in such conference, it shali be referred ‘by 
‘the parties thereto to the board which under ‘the provi- 
sions of this title is authorized to hear and decide ‘such

A Difficult Question.

NILES B. SEARLS, 
Retiring General Fire Inspector. 


‘After thirty-six years service in the 
railroad . field, Niles Searls, general 
fire inspector for the Southern Pacific, 
residing.at Berkeley, has retired on a 
pension. 


Mr. Searls is a charter member 
and served on the first board of di- 
tectors of the Railway Fire Protec- 
tion Association, and has served on 
important committees for the National 
Fire Protection Association. He is 
credited with having originated the 
present method of locating fires in the 
Southern Pacific’s showshed territory 
in the High Sierras and having in- 
creased fire protection efficiency very 
materially in that district by methods 

* that have attracted the interest of na- 
tional engineering publications. 

Mr.. Searls also erected and took 
charge for the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany_of the first creosoting plant on 
the Pacific Coast at San Pedro in 
1888, and performed a simifar service 
for the Company at West Oakland a 
few years later. As an interesting 
illustration of the efficacy of this 
work, it is said that piles that were 
treated in San Pedro in 1889 were 
later used in Long Wharf at Oak- 
Jand,removed in 1919 when “Long 
Wharf was demolished, and -are now 
being redriven-as good .as:new at Port 
Costa. These piles were pronounced 
recently (by government experts the 
best examples:-of creosoting in ‘the 
country.

Did-you-ever notice that ‘in check- 
ing or making extensions on way bills, 
more especially so on carload ship- 
ments, how very easy it is to go over 
the same multiplication twice, and in 
each instance make the same error? 


It's the same in adding a long group 
of figures twice, if-you get off on the 
wrong foot the.first time, it’s about 
an even break that you will repeat on 
the . second operation, unless you 
change your method of computation. 


Therefore, 1 would suggest that all 
extensions made by receiving agents 
on waybills covering carload ship- 
ments be proven. Lf you multiply a 
given weight by a given rate and get 
a ‘certain result, do not be satisfied 
unless you check your figures. Try 
another method of computation, and 
if the result be the same, your figures 
are proven. 


In less than carload shipments it is 
only necessary to verify the billed 
extensions and, with a little concen- 
tration, a large percentage of such ex- 
tensions can be verified mentally. 
Take, for instance, 2850 pounds at 35 
cents per cwt. In verifying mentally 
the casiest way would be: 3000 
pounds at 35 cents equals $10.50, less 
150 pounds at 35 cents {or 52 cents) 
feaves $9.98, 


Or take 990 pounds at 29 cents, ver- 
ify mentally: 1000 pounds at 29 cents 
equals $2.90, less 10 pounds at 29 
cents (3 cents) leaves $2.87; or 990 
pounds at 30 cents equals $2.97, less 
990 pounds at one cent (10 cents) 
Aeaves $2.87, 

These. methods look ‘much, more 
difficult on paper than they really are. 
They take considerable concentration, 
but with daily practice (which we can 
always get-in a railroad office) one 
soon becomes qtite proficient.

RAILROAD RATE. ADVANCES 
ARE WORLD WIDE. 


The railroads of Europe as well as 
other countries of the world have in- 
creased their passenger fares and 
freight rates from 50 to 180 per cent 
since the pre-war period, according 
to the official “Journal” of the British 
Board of Trade. Other increases are 
contemplated to meet the increasing 
costs of construction materials and 
higher wages for employees, reports 
from many forcign countries show. 

Hearings before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission at this time will 
probably result in higher freight rates 
for the railroads of this country. Ap- 
plications filed by representatives of 
American railroads with the Commis- 
sion, however, will not bring the cost 
of transportation to the present levels 
of other countries, the British report 
shows, 

In addition to the increase for both 
passenger fares and freight rates on 
many, “of the European roads it is in- 
teresting to note that additional rev- 
enue is obtained by increased rates. for 
baggage. Italy has increased this rate 
120 per. cent. 

The railroads of Canada have in- 
creased both passenger fares and 
freight rates about 40 per cent and a 
further increase from 30 to 40 per 
cent has been proposed. 

Switzerland has increased freight 
rates 180 per cent and passenger fares 
100 per cent. Holland roads are 
charging 75 per cent more for pas~ 
sengers and from 70 to 140 per cent 
more for hauling freight. Belgium has 
increased’ both passenger fares and 
freight rates 100 per cent above the 
pre-war period, 

‘The “Journal” summarizes the in- 
creases for the principal European 
tailroads-as ‘follows: ~ 

England—~Passenger fares ‘increased 
50 per cent. Freight -rates increased 
from’25 to 100 per ‘cent. 

France—Passenger fares increased,

One 
fire alone, that which .damaged’ the 
steamer Santa Clara, .represented va 
loss of $225,000, Another.blaze,:that 
of the Los Angeles coach /paint.shop, 
resulted in loss_of approximately 
$70,000, The annual fire wastein ‘the 
United States is estimated at, $300,- 
000,000 and means.a loss per capita.of 
$2.10 as compared with .a .per capita 
loss in Europe of .27..cents. 


‘These facts are stated ‘here to.show ; 


why the subject of fire protection‘has 
rightly become ‘a ‘national issue, “and 
why the Southern Pacific, with “lines 
stretching over six states, has made 
fire protection a matter for special 
effort and study.

Our railroads are resuming private 
operation under adverse circum 
stances. For over two years they 
have been deprived of the use of their 
property. Their organizations have 
been disrupted; their traffic has been 
diverted. New methods are in vogue, 
many of which are an: improvement 
and will be retained, but a certain 
amount of friction and of inefficiency 
always accompanies a new thing. 
Time will be required for this new 
transportation machine to wear down 
its bearings, 

The ordinary member of the public 
knows very little as to the adequacy 
with which railroads are handling 
their business. His information and 
that of the press comes largely from 
people like yourselves. If you criti- 
cize and publish every failure to give 
satisfaction, the opinion: will, speedily 
become current that our carriers have 
failed and public attention will once 
more be turned to the Government for 
adequate service. ° 

You can be of the greatest assistance 
to carriers in these earlier days if-you 
will overlook and excuse until it be- 
comes apparent that the condition of 
inefficiency is ‘permanent. 


Restoration of Competition. 

3. Previous to Government control 
there was in certain sections active 
competition between railroads. That 
competition produced a high class of 
service but resulted in unnecessary 
waste of transportation effort. Under 
the Government this wasteful competi- 
tion was cut out. Now one.of the 
most essential duties of the shipper is 
not to demand a restoration of these 
former facilities, unless in the general 
interest they ought to be restored. 


Liberal Treatment a Necessity. 

Much is said about the guarantee 
which this bill gives to our-railroads, 
but except for the first six’ months 
there is no guarantee. The law pro- 
vides that rates shall be established 
which will yield to railroad property, 
as a whole, five and a half per cent 
upon its rate-making value for the 
next two years. After that, the-per- 
centage is left to the judgment of the 
Commission. The carrier may be per- 
mitted to earn an additional one-half 
of one per cént which must ‘go into 
the property without being capitalized, 
or'made the basis for an increase’ in 
rate-making value. .. ‘

PLENTY OF REASON FOR 
SAFETY COMMITTEES. 


‘THustrating the loss of life and prop- 
erty damage which attends railroad 
accidents, the following figures, is- 
sued by the Interstate. Commerce 
Commission, covering the year 1918, 
on the United States Railroads, will 
be of interest: 


There were 8,715 collisions, involv- 
ing a property damage of $6,810,900. 

There were 13,568 derailments, with 
property damage of $12,922,920. 

There were 239 locomotive ‘boiler 
accidents, with a property loss of 
$248,900. 

There were 275 other locomotive 
accidents, with incidental damage of 
$26,920. 

There ‘were 1,898: miscellaneous 
train accidents, which cost°the rail- 
ways $878,620. 

The above figures. total 24,695 acci- 
dents under the several classifications 
named, with total damage to railroad 
property of $20,954,350,: ;

As in most-vast undertakings,” the 


originator failed to realize his vision, 


and Theodore D. Judah died in “1863 “ 


from Panama fever at the age of 37 
years, S, S. Montague was appointed 
chief. engineer; however, the actual 
location made by Mr. Judah was fol- 
lowed to Colfax, or Lower Illinois- 
town Gap, Mr. Montague making a 
ge in the original survey in the 
vicinity of Long Ravine, again follow- 
ing Mr. Judah’s alignment from Cape 
Horn to Alta, the line from Alta to 
Summit being located by L. M. 
Clement. 

The first forty miles involved ex- 
penditures in excess of the original 
estiniate and the builders found them- 
selves well into Bloomer Cut, between 
Zeta and Auburn, and up against the 
hardest conglomerate material en- 
countered up to that time (1864). The 
stockholders became discouraged on 
accaunt of the slow progress; the 
Public proclaimed the adventure the 
“Dutch Flat Swindle,” Dutch Flat 
being at that time a roaring camp of 
gold miners, and, according to rumor, 
the temporary eastern terminus of 
the railroad. 

Gunpowder and Chinamen were the 
only weapons of combat the road 
intilders had with which to fight the 
earth and stone through which they 
had to pass, Inid in their path cen~ 
4uries ago by the Creator. Dynamite 
“was yet to be discovered, but, when 
obtained, proved ta be the “Open 
Sesame.” Finally Dutch Flat was 
reached and the coad continued 
eastward. 

At Cape Horn, Chinamen were let 
down the steep bluffs in baskets to 
the grade line, where they worked 
against the solid rock and shale, 
dangling on ropes from a hundred feet 
above, with a gap of 1200 feet below 
inta the American River Canyon. 

As the work extended easterly from 
Cape Horn it became, in a construc- 
tion way, heavier with every mile until, 
in 1867, they reached the summit of 
the Sierras and looked with joy over 
Donner Lake, where the Donner party 
perished in their ill-fated attempt to 
eross the Sierras in 1846. The work 
ahead, while heavy in portions, did 
not present the difficulties they had 
passed. ‘

VETERAN ENGINEER RECALLS 
_-OLD DAYS WITH PLEASURE. 


The C.P. Huntington, one of the 
first locomotives used by the old Cen- 
tral Pacific,:is “exhibited near ‘the 
Southern ‘Pacific passenger station at 
Sacramento, Thousands of travelers 
have seen the old engine and marveled 
at-the changes that a-half century have 
wrought in railroad equipment. 

A-drequent visitor to the spot and 
one who feels more at home than most 
-of-those who ‘look upon the old wood- 
burner is--Mr. Harry L. Stevenson, 
Cveteran‘engineer of Oakland. For it 
was con'the C, P. Huntington that he 
began his -railroad experience more 
sthansfifty:years ago. 

Mr. Stevenson entered the service 

?sofsthe’old Central Pacific on August 6, 
1866,as-a machinist in the Sacra- 
“mento: shops. That day the regular 
switch engineer was called to relieve 
a main-line engineer who had been 
taken ill at Alta. Mr. Stevenson was 
pressed:-into service to do the yard 
switching and soon becanie a regular 


caneinber of the train crews, 


Whien ‘he-rctired cight years ago he 
was pulling ‘the throttle on one of the 
Jatest type Southern Pacific passenger 
engines on -the Overland Limited be- 
‘tween Oakland and Sacramento, Dur- 
ing his long years of service he had 
watched the Central Pacific develop 
into the Southern Pacific and the Pa- 
cific. Coast become the wonderland 
for agricultural and industrial activity. 

The old C. P. Huntington not only 
performed all of the switching in the 

--yards when Mr. Stevenson first en- 
tered the service, but was used on 
“many ‘trips hauling rock and timbers 
for-construction work on the main 
li 1 was one of the sixteen locomo- 
tives operated by the Central Pacific 
in: the carly days. 

“T always recall the early days with 
pleasure,” Engineer Stevenson said re- 
‘cently when telling of his experiences

the hardships that were characteristic 
of the times. A half century of -rail- 
road history in California is-one of the 
romances of modern industry, and I 
am thankful for the opportunity I have 
had to share in it.”

A staff officer of the Coast Division

The task of feeding en route the 
thousands of Shriners who visited 
Portland. and San Francisco and the 
Democratic delegates to the San 
Francisco convention was another se- 
vere test for the Southern Pacific ser 
vice during the movement extending 
from June 1 to July 3. 

S. M. Estabrook, manager of dining 
car service, furnishes the following 
data showing how this problem was 
met and the magnitude of the task.

Ag we all know, the Safety work 
on railroads, as well as in other large 
industries, had started and been car- 
ried on-actively and most successfully 
for several years.-before the Govern- 
ment took.over the operation of the 

railroads as a war measure, 


Fortunately, the Railroad Adminis- 
tration took the keenest interest in 
‘this work and organized it on a much 
more elaborate scale on all roads than 
had been the case before, taking a 
plan of operations very similar to that 
tinder which we had worked as their 
vmodel. Many wiore meetings were 
scheduled, especially at terminals, 
shops,--cte, and the meetings made 
more elaborate in some ways, as, for 
instance, in the reading of papers, re- 
porting how many persons had been 
taiked with concerning Safety work, 
erection of Safety bulletin boards, etc., 

“and every effort was made to. stimu- 
slate the interest in Safety habits, and 
in-the two great accident prevention 
drives held wonderful results were ob- 
tained to show us what we really 
could do when first attention of all 
was given to this work. 


Under private operation the subject 
will continue to be held actively be- 
fore us all, and we should be able to 
get continuously better results, as a 
legacy of the work done before. Just 
4s we save money bit by bit, and then 
the interest begins to add also to our 

“savings and in ever increasing volume,

HANDLING MATERIAL 

During the year 1919 four hun- 
dred and ninety-four. employees 
were injured handling railroad ma- 
terials, all of which accidents could 
have been avoided by exercise of 
proper care. : :

When blizzards and slides affect the 
Hue all efforts are concentrated on the 
task of keeping the line open ‘for traf- 
fic.

That he made up the payrolls, 
handled the correspondence (in long 
hand), conductors’ reports and sup- 
plies; kept a record of every car moved 
on the division and besides being a 
telegrapher performed numerous other 
duties essential to the business at 
headquarters. The force there then 

consisted of a superintendent, clerk, 

train dispatcher, a day and night oper- 
ator, a janitor who was ex-officio mes- 
senger boy and a night watchman who 
fired: up the wood-burning stove in 
winter for the night operator. Cap- 
tain Witham was not in uniform. He 
wore a slouch hat and a-gray suit. of 
clothes. He had side whiskers and a 
military demeanor that well fitted his 
tile. He scemed to know every man 
on the train by his first name and 
where he was going before he took up 
his ticket.. The upper pockets of his 
vest were bulging with cigars of dif- 
ferent ‘sizes and brands.

‘General tendency of prices is downward, and this tren

when the Lane Wage Board’ made its 
first award, is more than $1,600,000,000 
a year, or considerably more than the 
new freight and. passenger rates will 
produce. 

The increases in rates made by the 
Government in 1918,-which produced 
about $900,000,000 additional revenue, 
were practically all absorbed by the 
increased prices for fuel and materials 
consumed in railroad operation. As 
a very large part of the increased cost 
of coal and materials purchased by the 
railroads has been due to. the more 
than 100% rise in wages paid workers 
in these other industries, it is plain 
that the great bulk of the $2,400,000,- 
Q00 increase in railraad rates in the 
past three years goes to the. wage 
earners. x 

Under the new scale of railroad 
wages, the average annual earnings 
per employe will be $1900,.as com- 
pared with $830 at the beginning of 
the war.

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WHERE EARNINGS GO. 


Samuel O. Dunn, noted trans- 
portation authority, ‘recently 
made a rough computation re- 
garding the division of the gross 
earnings of the railroads of the 
United States in 1919 and found 
that in each' month of thirty 
days the railroads were operated 
sixteen days to earn enough to 
pay the monthly wages of the 
employees; five and one-third 
days to earn money to pay for 
materials and supplies; four days 
to earn money to pay for fuel; 
one day to earn their taxes; only 
three and one-third days’ earn- 
ings went to net operating in-. 
come, and that only, the earnings 
of the last one-third of the last 
day were paid out in salaries to 
all the division and general 
officers. 


PROMPTNESS AND SYSTEM IN 
LETTER WRITING. 


Correspondence by letter and tele~ 
gram in railroad work as in all-other 
large industries is one of the most 
important means of transacting busi- 
ness details. Many of the ordinary 
rules for correspondence are. often 
overlooked or neglected, with conse- 
quent delay and confusion. 

Mr. H. L. Regeser, -head: file clerk 
at Stockton, recently called attention 
to these details and pointed out the 
necessity of observing them faithfully. 
In a circular letter to employees he 
gays: 

“Some reply but do not give any 
reference to files or dates of letters or 
subjects of tetters at all, and still 
others merely quote the file number 
with no dates or subjects. This leads 
to considerable confusion and a great 
amount of unnecessary work. 

“All should adopt a concise. sys- 
tematic way of replying to’ letters 
somewhat as follows: 

“"Your letter of . 

No. '......, relative to (here mention 
subject).” 

“Tf no file number appears on letters 
give the subject and the date never- 
theless.” 

Delays in replying to both ‘letters 
and telegrams’ by ‘employees’ :often 
cause much trouble, and Mr. Regeser 
cautions against putting off the reply, 
for by so doing important transactions 
may be held up all along the, line.. As 
in many other important matters’ the 
rales mentioned by Mr. Regeser ‘are 
obvious, but failure to observe’ them 
often feads to delay and added Jabor 
onthe part of all. a

Imperial Valley cantaloupe movement shows 
value of car Consérvation’ 0

During years previous to’ 4920 the 
growing of cantaloupes in Imperial 
Valley bas been more or less of an 
experiment, in that the crop hos. been 
grown with some doubt as to its prof- 
jtable outcome. Tais was due to the 
rapid increases in acreage and to the 
possible lack of a ready market and 
inability of both growers and shippers 
to arrive at a, satisfactory method of 
placing this enormous crop in the 
markets of the United States and Can- 
ada with an assurance of a fair retura 
on the capital invested. 

-Taking into cousideration this feat- 

ure of uncertainty, the product is now. 
being delivered to the consumer in all 
parts of the western continent in good 
condition and at a fair profit, not- 
withstanding the adverse transporta- 
tion problems confronting the entire 
country throughout the scagon. The 
accomplishment of the shipment of a 
crop of cantaloupes harvested from 
21,230 acres, commencing May 24th, 
when the first carload moved out, and 
continuing to July 17 at the close of 
the season, terminated so successfully, 
was due to the efforts of all railroad 
and Pacific Fruit Express representa~ 
dives throughout the country and in 
the concentration of their efforts to 
bring about the immediate return of 
the empty refrigerators from far east~ 
em markets until the car was again 
placed for loading at the origin of 
shipments in which the railroads were 
aided by an increase of approximately 
six per cent over the minimum car- 
load, thus cffecting a saving of 535 
cars, In other words, this heavier 
loading effected a delivery to markets 
of a portion of the crop covering 1,070 
acres that otherwise would: have been 
a loss to growers had.the distributors 
not taken advantage of car-saving dur- 
ing a period of car shortage and in a 
super effort to protect the grower, 
both railroad and shipper succeeded 
jn moving an actual shipment of 9,438 
cars to destinations as a result of the 
saving of 535 cars. 

The shipment of 1,235 carloads of 
watermelons principally’. to. western 
markets took place during the same 
period of time, necessitating equal ef-

Special 
trains were infrequently run and were 
a sort of an event when they did, 
Usually a “23” message addressed to

fore announcing the time of its ex- 
pected start and stating its kind, 
whether silk, tea, etc. The purpose of 
the message was to advise . section 
foremen, work trains and shed gangs 
likely to be away from telegraph :of- 
fices so that they would not have the 
track up or otherwise delay the move- 
ment of the special. Subsequently all 
train orders given to ‘special trains 
ended with the admonition, “Whistle 
at all curves and obscure places.” Tt 
can be imagined the number of times 
an engineman, obeying the ‘order, 
would toot! on the Sacramento Divi- 
sion, yet this was necessary to ‘stop, if 
possible, handcars being. struck.

San Pablo, ‘serving ‘218 industries, 
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and caring for four ‘interchange points, 
one each with the Western, Pacific, 
Santa. Fe, ‘San Francisco-Oakland 
Terminal Railways, .and Richmond 
Belt Line’ While not handling per- 
haps as great a number of cars per 
day as one or two other yards on the 
system, the complexities of operation 
are greater. The record of cars han- 
dled during August, 1920, shows 53,000 
freight and 24,000 passenger. 


It is here that all passenger equip- 
ment is cleaned, running repairs ma de 
and equipment made up into trains. 
Flere also are located our repair shops, 
car (excluding electric), locomotive, 
signal and train lighting plants. We 
also find here the Commissary and 
Store Departments, the Pintsch Gas 
Plant, the Marine Ways and a thor- 
oughly equipped laundry. In the ag- 
gregate a small army of men and 
women are employed. 

Branching out to the left from the 
mainiand, the fine stretches to Rich- 
mond. Upon the site of this prosper- 
ous city there stood twenty years ago 
a grain field, but with the advent of 
the San Joaquin Valley Railroad, 
later absorbed by the Santa Fe Com- 
pany, and the location there of the 
Standard Oil Refinery, the city arose 
with substantial growth. 

Just west of Richmond is the Pull- 
mat Company's repair plant where ‘all 
of that company’s Western equipment 
is rehabilitated. An average of sev- 
enty cars pass through these shops 
monthly. " 

At San Pablo, a branch line 2.6 miles 
in length establishes a connection 
with the Richmond Belt Line, which 
owns the property operated from the 
junction with this and the Santa Fe 
Company, extending beyond ‘the ‘Stan- 
dard Oil Refinery and manufactuting 
plant to Point San Pablo.. ‘This’ line 
i$ operated jointly by the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe Companies. 


At Giant is located ‘the Giant Pow- 
der Company plant, and a few miles 
further along, at Hercules, is the 
Hercules Powder Plant, this being a 
DuPont DeNemours property. As we 
proceed further we find the Union Oil 
Company's plant at Olenm, the Selby 
smelter at Selby and the California- 
Hawaiian, sugar. refinery at. Crockett. 
Sugar routed via the Southern Pacific 
Lines is loaded directly into cars at 
the sugar warehouse. A corps of com- 
petent car men are retained by the 
Southern Pacific Company at the re- 
finery to thoroughly inspect -and put 
in ‘proper condition such equipment 
as is used in the transportation of this 
important commodity. 

Next, but by no means least in-im- 
portance, we reach Port Costa, where 
local trains performing” service. be-

Our Electric System. 

“The-suburban system, correctly de- 
‘gcribed-as-the Oakland, Alameda and 
‘Berkeley: Electric Lines, moves 1217 
trains/ina“24-hour period. Of these 
604 epass. througty ‘the Oakland Pier 
‘erminal:..the - remainder . moving 
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through Alameda Pier terminal and 
crossing Harrison Street bridge, trans- 
porting a total of 2,596,262 passengers 
monthly. The equipment, which is of 
steel construction, comprises 50 motor 
cars, 29 combination baggage and 
smokers, 60 trail cars and 12 street 
cars. . 

A train of cars will accelerate from 
0 to 40 miles per hour in 10 to 15 sce- 
onds. Motormen employed on the 
electric lines and conductors in similar 
service are taken from the engineers’ 
and conductors’ lists of the Western 
Division, and both classes of em- 
ployees must submit to special exam- 
inations and only such as qualify are 
used to operate the electric trains. 

An important adjunct to the electric 
lines is the street car service operate 
between Oakland (Sixteenth . Street) 
and Alameda. The. repair shops of 
the O. A. & B, lines are located at 
West Alameda. 

The mileage of the Western Divi- 
sion before its dismemberment and 
the formation of the Stockton Divi- 
sion, was 876.6 miles, including the 
O. A. & B. lines. The present mileage 
of the Western Division main line is 
264.84 miles, of which the branches 
form 189.04 miles and the O. A. & B. 
lines 51.37, Main line and suburban 
combined have 133.67 miles of doubie 
track, 

Some of the conditions which obtain 
and conspire against higher attain- 
ment in tonnage rating and locomo- 
tive efficiency are the large number of 
focal trains operated six days per 
week and upon which full rating can- 
not be handled without releasing crews 
in conformity with the Hours of Serv- 
ice regulations, and consequent exces- 
sive overtime, When, you relieve a 
local crew on this division on this 
account there is failure in the adver- 
tised L. C, L. delivery, which is load 
today and deliver tomorrow. 


Having no through trains except 
two or three via the Dumbarton Line, 
others in order to handle the mer- 
chandise and other highly important 
freight in connection with our other 
branch points, “set ont” and “pick up” 
at such places when the “set out” ex- 
ceeds “pick up” and a train runs over 
a portion of the district with -a. part 
load, the result is obvious.

In-July: the fuel bill

of the cost of operation:

Asa result of soaring prices for fuel 
oil and heavy ‘consumption during the 
fast week in August, the company’s 
revenue went out through the smoke- 
stacks on the Pacific System at ‘the 
sate of $75,000 a day. 

This spread over a period of a year 
means an annual expenditure for fuel 
alone of well over $27,000,000. 

For the month of July, 1920, as 
shown by Form 522, the cost of fuel 
was 39.5 per cent of the cost of freight 
train service, and the cost of fuel con- 
sumed for all purposes amounted to 
one-sixth of the total cost of oper- 
ation. The quantity of fuel oil con- 
sumed daily for all purposes now 
averages around 44,000 barrels. 

Every officer and employee having 
to do with operation as related to fuel 
will no doubt recognize in this the 
necessity for preventing waste and 
conserving fuel to the greatest pos- 
sible extent. 

With the price of fuel oil increasing, 
supplies decreasing and consumption 
exceeding production, the elimination 
of waste and the conservation of fuel 
becomes a subject of the highest im- 
portance, 

_ Nothing is better calculated to save 
fuel than giving a locomotive its rated 
tonnage, for performance sheets in-. 
variably show a rise in fuel consumed 
ber gross ton-mile proportionate: to 
the fall in locomotive load; keeping 
up the power, keeping it free from 
scale and from air and steam leaks, 
seeing to it that valves are kept in 
Proper adjustment, oil — properly 
heated, engines prevented from pop- 
Ding off, care in fueling engines so as 
to prevent overflow or excessive drip- 
Bing, operation of reverse lever, firing 
and blower valves, .so.as to prevent 
waste and obtain the greatest possible 
efliciency—these are some -of the 
essentials for fuel conservation,

essential that the roundhouse foreman 
shall be kept advised of delayed trains 
so that he may know. when ‘to call 
crew and fire up engine and avoid the 
loss that would otherwise result. 


Thorough inspection of equipment 
by carmen in the yard and by trainmen 
on the road is equally important. Par- 
ticular attention should be given to 
air leaks and brake adjustments so as 
to avoid brakes dragging against 
wheels and safeguard against break- 
in-twos and deraiiments. It requires 
just as much fuel to pull a hundred 
tons of brake retardation or resistance 
caused by brakes dragging agaist 
wheels as a hundred tons of freight, 
and in the former instance it is sheer 
waste. 


Superintendents should see to it that 
their supervising forces, particularly 
road foremen, give effective attention 
to the manner in which firing is being 
done, especially-by young runners and 
new firemen in the operation of super- 
heated engines. Performance sheets 
show wide variation in efficiency be- 
tween engineers and between firemen 
in the-same superheater pool with the 
same class of engines, indicating lack 
of knowledge in this respect on the 
part of those whose performance 
shows excessive consumption of fuel. 
These variations range as high as 43 
per cent between engineers and 40 per 
cent between firemen. 


While engineers and firemen can do 
much to-prevent waste and obtain effi- 
ciency they cannot do it alone, nor 
are they responsible for all the fail- 
ures. Some responsibility attaches to 
the road foreman, master mechanic, 
trainmen and in some degreé to the 
dispatcher. 


For example, one-eighth ofan inch 
does not mean much in the elevation 
of a grade or radius of a curve, but 
that: much scale.on the flues of a loco- 
motive -will necessitate the use of con~ 
siderably. more fuel to attain the same 
degree of thermal efficiency as when 
flues are free from scale, and - this 
waste increases swith .an increase in 
the thickness-and.compactness of scale 
regardless .of the best -efforts -of the 
enginemen, :

Chairman Notes Progress 
Mr. J. Kruttschnitt discusses situation and 
plans of Southern Pacific - 


Mr. J. Kruttschnitt, chairman of the 
executive committee, Southern Pacilic 
Company, recently completed a trip of 
inspection over the Pacific System. 
Just before his return to New York, 
Mr. Kruttschnitt, in an interview with 
a representative of the Coast Banker 
in San Francisco, said: 


“I find our lines west of Ei Paso in 
quite satisfactory condition, reflecting 
a considerable improvement since my 
last trip over them some four months 
ago, Those east of El Paso, under a 
separate Federal jurisdiction, were 
badly run down when returned to us. 
lt has been particularly gratifying to 
note the effective team work of of- 
ficers and employees generally dem- 
onstrated both in the spirit which T 
have personally noticed the work is 
being done and in the results obtained. 
a maximum performance in train load- 
ing and car loading and in the safe 
and prompt transportation of freight 
and passengers having been accom- 
plished in the last four months. Dur- 
ing the period of the Shriners’ con- 
vention at Portland and the Demo- 
cratic national convention at San 
Francisco these two meetings involy- 
ing simultaneous movement of pas- 
sengers, a very thorough and highly 
satisfactory test of the company’s 
ability to move a very large number of 
people long distances at one time was 
given. 

“Our plans for the future are along 
lines of progress with the intent of 
bettering both freight and passenger 
service, The specific changes will be 
announced from time to time ‘as plans 
are perfected. Our period of partner- 
ship with the Government ceased only 
on September Ist, the guarantee of 
earnings by the Government to the 
railways extending from the end of 
Federal control, March Ist fast, to 
September Ist. 

“The company has completed such 
Gnancing as is necessary at this time. 
A great need, of course, was for more 
equipment, since during the war period 
very much less than that necessary to 
mect the normal growth of the coun- 
try was constructed and the necessity 
of providing equipment has fallen very 
largely upon the roads financially able 
to carry the burden.

“Reduction of ‘bad-order cars to a 
maximum of 4 per cent of total 
owned” is the third aim in the more- 
transportation program proposed by 
its advisory committee, and approved 
by the Association of Railway Execu- 
tives. 

The difficulties in the way of the 
achievement of this purpose are fa- 
miliar to all railroad men. Neverthe- 
less it can be done, and it is a vitally 
necessary step in the march of prog- 
ress toward more transportation from 
existing facilities. 

When Federal control began there 
were in use by the carriers about 
2,260,000 freight cars, of which 5.7 per 
cent, or 120,780 cars, were reported 
in bad order, 

At the end of Federal contro! the 
railroads reported ownership of 2,362,- 
000 -cars, of which 6.7 per cent, or 
153,727 cars, were in bad order. 

Failure to retire cars as rapidly as 
had been the practice of the railroads, 
changes in labor methods, and the 
practice, under Federal control, of 
freely exchanging cars provided only 
that running gear and safety appliance 
were in operating condition and re- 
gardless of the condition of the car 
above the floor—these things were 
largely responsible for the increased 
percentage of cars in bad. order. 

Progressive deterioration under 
these circumstances was to be ex- 
. pected, and two months after Federal 
control the percentage of bad-order 
PRAISE FOR OUR PENSION cars had increased to-7.4 per cent. 
SYSTEM. The cure of this situation is. one of.

THE BULLETIN 
AILROADS’ INCOME IS NOT 
RA ARANTEED BY NEW. LAW. 


‘A statement issued by, the Southern 
Pac! Company in San Francisco 
calls attention to the fact that the 
Transportation Act, which is some- 
times referred to as the Esch-Cum 
mins bill, does not guarantee the rai 
roads an assured income of 6 per cent, 
or any percentage whatever,- begining 
with September 1. 

Prior to that time the majority of 
the railroads had contracts with the 
Government guaranteeing them the 
sate compensation they received .un- 
der Federal control. 

Section 422- of the Transportation 
Act requires the Commission to make 
rates which will give under honest, 
efficient and economical management 
a fair return on the value of the rail- 
way property used in the service of 
the public. This fair return is fixed 
jor the two years beginning March 1, 
1920, at 54% per cent per annum on 
such aggregate value. The Commis- 
sion may in its discretion add not 
exceeding one-half of one per cent to 
make provision for improvements, bet- 
terments, or equipment chargeable to 
capital account. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission allowed both per- 
centages, 

After March 1, 1922, the rate of in- 
terest is to be fixed by the Commis- 
sion, The Act further recognizes that 
i inevitable that some of the car- 
riers will receive a net income in 
excess of such fair return and pro- 
vides, as to any carrier which receives 
such an income in excess of a fait 
return, that one-half of the excess is 
to be paid to and loaned by the United 
States to other carriers for meeting 
expenditures for capital account, re- 
funding maturing securities originally 
issued for capital account, or purchas- 
ing equipment and facilities, which 
equipment and facilities are to be pur- 


* chased by the Government and leased 


to the carriers. 

The other half goes into a fund to 
be maintained by the carrier under 
the Commission’s supervision for the 
purpose of paying the dividends or in- 
terest on its stocks and bonds or rent 
for leased roads, When that fund 
reaches 5 per cent of the value of the 
carrier's property, the carrier may 
retain its half of the excess and use it 
for any lawful purpose. 

Nowhere docs the act guarantee 
that the rates fixed under the act will 
produce any definite rate of return on 
the investment. Itis not even claimed 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in its recent order that: the in- 
creases it makes will have that effect.

The Evolution of The Telegraph Code 
Southern Pacific Superintendent:believes another decade will see the 
: passing of the Morse system . 


practical demonstration, Professor 

5. F. -B. Morse solved for the 
world the problem of prompt commu- 
nication through the medium of the 
Morse telegraph. The first actual tele- 
graph line. erected in the United 
States was between Washington and 
Baltimore and was put in operation 
on the above date. However, in Eng- 
land, so it is recorded, Wheatstone ac- 
tually had his tape system of trans- 
mission in operation in 1841 with 
limitations. Prior thereto numerons 
scientists were experimenting in the 
control of electricity from a com- 
munication standpoint. Among them 
was Ampere, the Frenchman, after 
whom is named the ampere, an elec- 
trical unit of measurement, Gauss, 
Weber, Davey and others besides 
Wheatstone of England and Morse of 
the United States. 


Necessity for some. means of pro- 
viding for prompt communication, 
however, was felt centuries before, ac- 
cording to history, and even by the 
ancients. In.an article appearing in 
a Canadian paper some time ago, Mr. 
It. Hulatt writes interestingly regard- 
ing this. From_ historical data’ it is 
telated how Theseus devised the 
method of colored sails to convey 
messages from ship to ship of the 
flect and incidentally caused the death 
of his father by failure to handle the 
signals properly. He sailed into bat- 
tle with black sails set, the signal 
of battle and of death, and when the 
battle was over he failed to replace

another problem and that was how to 
tie the wire to poles without ground- 
ing it. He first bored a hole through 
the pole at the top through which the 
wire was run, However, in wet 
weather the leakage of current was 
such as to cause serious interruption 
so he enlarged the holes and placed 
therein the necks of bottles, through 
which the wire was run. This being 
the means of developing the present 
insulator. 

_The telegraph was first used for 
dispatching trains on the Erie Rail- 
road in 1861, by Chas. Minot, the 
general superintendent. He had great 
difficulty in convincing the train and 
enginemen that it was perfectly safe 
to Operate under orders so issued. 


System Speeded Up. 


No particular development was 
made with the telegraph until recently 
beyond working a wire duplex or 
quad and Thos, A. Edison was largely 
responsible for that. This lack of de- 
velopment was no doubt due to the 
fact that what we had, fully answered 
the requirements of the times, How- 
ever, with the gradual growth of the 
country it became apparent that fur- 
ther steps were necessary in order to 
meet the demand for some better 
means of communication and there 
appeared possibilities beyond the 
single Morse, duplex and quad. To 
speed up the system the Wheatstone 
or tape transmitters were brought 
from England and installed. These 
printed dots and dashes ‘on tape, 
which young women deciphered and 
wrote out with pen and ink, and while 
transmission was rapid the transcrib- 
ing process was slow and unsatisfac- 
tory, but here again was suggested 
further development with result the 
telegraph -Printers appeared, first in 
France, with rather unsatisfactory re- 
sults but it formed the basis for the 


“remarkable American machines which 


followed later.

Up to about twelve years ago -rail- 
roads operated their ‘trains. by -tel=” 
egraph.

essary. About 1906 the selector was 
invented by which the dispatcher” 
could ring any office desired without 
affecting the bells of other ‘offices, 
doing away with the code winging 
problem and requiring only the -turn’ 
of a key to select and ring a-station:

From a ‘modest beginning. eight’ 
years ago, the. General Office ..tea 
room-in San Francisco has developed 
into a.commodious and well arranged 
luncheon rendezvous which is patron- 
ized daily by eight hundred feminine 
employees, In addition to its many 
attractions ‘it has ‘the distinction of 
being one of the * “tallest” eating places 
in the-city, being on the tenth floor of 
the General Office Building at 65 Mar- 
ket Street. Doors lead -to the roof .of 
the building, 
air promenade and an- unsurpassed 
view of beautiful San .Francisco Bay. 

The tea room itself is equipped with 
steam ‘tables and all the modern ap- 
pliances for affording quick’ service to 
the patrons, who are served-in relays 
of 200 each. No charge is made for 
tea, coffee, sugar and milk, while other 
funcheon requirements are served at 
cost: 

The general arrafigement ofthe téa 
room is such. that patrons can serve 
themselves with necessary dishes and 
silverware, as well as food, without 
special attendants. Several ‘commer~ 
cial firms in the city have patterned 
tea and rest rooms after the Southern 
Pacific plan. 

Adjacent to the tea room. ‘is’ the 
library, containing | fifteen hundred 
volumes of fiction, current periodicals 
and books‘and publications on railroad 
subjects, There is no charge for non- 
fiction books and periodicals dealing 
with technical subjects. For the priv- 
lege of taking out fiction and maga- 
zines a yearly charge of $1, payable 
in fou. quarterly: instaliments of .25 
cents each, is made.. The money “is 
applied to new ‘books. Aside from 
being of benefit to the employees -the 
library serves as a central reference 
room where the annual-reports of for- 
eign Jines are. on file..and ‘certain

There is a widespread belief that the raising of rates will:put an 
additional charge of $1,500,000,000 upon the people of the country. This 
is an error, Indeed, in one aspect there is not an increasing’ of the 
burden, but a readjustment of it, Approximately as much is now being 
poured out to the railroads from the Federal treasury, becatise the Gov- 
ernment guaranteed their earnings at-a Z t 
good enormous deficits. The public’has been paying the sum-in ‘taxes, 
and henceforth will pay it in railroad rates. i i 

Another thing that should be made clear is ‘that the $1,500,000,000 
increase, stupendous as it is, provides for the railroads no ‘flooding pres- 
perity or easy profits; on the contrary, it will merely enable them, with 
efficient management, to meet their costs of operation and improvements 
and pay 5% per cent on their investments.” Furthermore, they are not 
responsible for the obligations that were breaking them down; it was the 
Government, not the railroads, that fixed the limits of their income and 
the wages they must pay, and it is the Government that 
the extent of the relief given to them.

Hints On Claim Protection 


Two sacked commodities which in one 
year cost company $72,000 


By T. G. FAGAN, Assistant Freight Claim Agent 


Claim prevention ‘involves the best 
service possible to our patrons and the 
protection of the company’s interests, 
and calls for the whole-hearted and 
intelligent co-operation of all, con- 
cerned. In these days of abnormal 
costs and scarcity of material the sub- 
ject becomes one of unusual impor- 
tance. We have in mind particularly, 
reports which’ show .that .during the 
twelve months-ending June 30, 1920, 
the company paid out nearly $72,000 
because of loss and damage to ship- 
ments of dried beans and peas, which 
was 55 per cent of the estimated 
freight earnings for the same period. 

The claim payments on these com- 
modities were selected for the reason 
that virtually the entire bean and pea 
tonnage is transported ‘in carload ship- 
ments—the loading was done by the 
shipper, the unloading -by.-the* con- 
signee, and the-carrier’s handling con- 
fined to movement of the car. Com- 
pared with the handling of other. traffic 
involving greater. risk it would seem 
that claim payments on the commodi- 
ties mentioned are unusually ‘large. 

Surprise may well be expressed thai 
we have any claims at all on’ com- 
modities put:up in. sacks and shipped 
in carload lots,.and which are not in- 
volved in any: train accident. Perhaps 
some explanation may aid .us.in stop- 
bing this drain on the company's re- 
sources. : 

First, the railroad company: has: to 
contend not. infrequently with ship- 
ments that are. delivered’.to-it in a 
condition that makes for:risk in -hand- 
ling. Shipments reach the company’s 
hands with the commodities entrusted 
to second-hand sacks, sacks:that have 
een rotted: -or--weakened:.from .-sun- 
burn, sacks thatvare far too full, with 
no allowance: for: expansion or stress; 
improperly sewed.and fastened, flimsy 
sacking which will not ‘withstand -nor- 
mal handling, and-in-short: containers 
that for One -reason..or-.another-are 
obviously “worn, out and ‘unsuitable.

Agents should urge shippers for 
their own protection to meet what are 
properly their obligations by using a 
uniform size sack made of twelve- 
ounce burlap to hold 100 pounds. 
Sacks that for one reason or another 
are defective will prove costly in the 
long run. Stowing in the car should 
be done by starting the load in each 
end of car, with the first three sacks 
on caf floor across and one length- 
wise, alternating the position of sacks 
in each layer so that the load is built 
up with the sacks. lapped or -cross- 
tied over those beneath. Sacks loaded 
in the doorway of the car should be 
stowed in a pyramid fashion ‘and 
drawn in from the car’ door posts. 
This binds that portion of the load in 
each end of the car, clearing any pro- 
jections likely to tear the sacks and 
preventing the sacks in the doorway 
from toppling. To safeguard the con- 
tents of any sacks that may burst a 
1x12-inch board should be placed ‘hard 
down against the. car floor across 
doorways and fastened to the door 
posts flush with the insidé of car and 
without projection at the .ends.-Cor- 
rect: loading is the obvious duty. of 
the shipper. 7

Shippers Are. 


An urgent appeal tothe manulac- 
turers and business men: ofthe Pacific 
Coast to join inva national ‘movement 
to make betteritise of existing railroad 
equipment as’a~means of providing 
improved transportation service is be- 
ing made by the Railroad Committee 
oi the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States through the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber-of Commerce. 

The Railroad Committee points out 
that the equivalent of more than hatf 
a million cars can be added to the car 
supply by closer co-operation an the 
part of all interests concerned with 
transportation. 

Freight traffic has increased so rap- 
idly in the United States during the 
past few years that it has completely 
outgrown the carrying capacity of the 
railroads, the committee points out. 

As a result, it is now necessary for 
the roads to devise a practical plan for 
increasing their transportation service. 
This.can only be done by making. ex- 
tensive additions of new facilities and 
equipment, including freight cars, loco- 
motives, yard and track terminals ‘or 
by making -greater...use of. existing 
facilities and equipment. 

The railroads cannot carry ‘out :the 
plan first suggested Vhecause ‘under 
present conditions they are unable to 
obtain a sufficient amount of new cap- 
ital; nor would it-be possible.for them 
to provide new. facilities in time ‘to 
telieve the present emergency even if 
the capital were available. They must, 
therefore, rely-on making a maximui 
use of existing facilities and equip- 
ment, with the co-operation of all-of 
the other interests concerned—-the 
shippers of freight, receivers of freight 
and railroad employees. 

“You, as shippers and’ receivers of 
freight can takea-very important-part : 
in this movement;”..‘says the | com- 
mittee.

MOVE:RUBBISH IN STEEL ‘GON. 
’ - DOLAS FOR SAFETY... 

“One wold faturally think that some 
highly dangerous explosive or inflam- 
mable.article would be responsible for 
a fire owhich -resulted:‘recently ina 
property loss of about $1,156,000, orig- 
inating ina box car which contained 
rubbish removed ‘from other.box cars 
by warehouse. employees, says a -re-° 
port by the Bureati of Explosives. The 
rubbish was consigned to a dump. The 
fire resulted either from -spontaneous 
combustion -by somie . oily, wet, ‘or 
damp materials among the rubbish, or 
from outside sparks. A total of 118 
cars-of merchandise and ‘19 empty cars 
were destroyed, and-26 cars -of ‘mer- 
chandise and one -empty : car were 
damaged. 

‘This Bureau has for many years con- 
tended that the loading ‘of rubbish, 
sweepings, etc, in-box ‘cars is a.dan- 
gerous practice. This “fire not “only 
confirms -our ‘contention, but -goes ‘to 
show how. costly it .may -be.- Such 
sweepings and rubbish often contain 
material in damp or oily: condition,’or 
a.mixture of certain materials which, 
under. favorable conditions, results: in 
spontaneous heating.. Then again,‘ex- 
posed papers, excelsior, or other -ma- 
terial among the rubbish, “is réadily 
ignited: by sparks. .“Fires due :to-both 
causes are reported from time ‘to time 
to us.. “We. have ‘therefore recom- 
mended’ that “the. best. thing “:to “do 
would be-to burn this materialin ‘fur- 
naces near where ‘it. accumulates, and 
that. not smore.-than’ one :day’saccu-: 
mutation “be permitted. In :cases’ where:

Aside from wages, fuel ig the larg- 
est item’ of expense in railway op- 
eration, -. The importance «of , this 
item ‘becomes apparent when ‘we con- 

-sider that ‘the annual fuel bill of the 

Southern :Pacific is about -.$30,000,000 
and of .all-the railroads in the United 
States: about °$600,000,000.. With a 
full. realization of the cratio: of that 
amount ‘to total operating expenses it 
should automatically. follow that in- 
tensive economy should dominate’an 
expenditure .of such proportion, .

“Such ‘reporters are not the ‘best, 
and Dresser had, because of his tireless audacity, proved. a. failure 
as a news gatherer and been employed.and speedily. dismissed :by ‘all 
the papers.

Superintendents.are requested ‘to in- 
elude in their reports every-item. of 
current interest concerning the.crops 
of their respective divisions in order 
that..nothing which might exert .any 
influence on ‘crop ‘production may be 
ovetlooked. “Since we derive a great- 
er proportion.of our freight revenue 
from ‘transportation ..of agricultural 
products than from-any “other source, 
this .proportion ‘being 30 per cent in 
1920,-it ‘behooves us all to ‘make every 
effortto provide efficient handling af 
‘these shipments, It is often ‘neces- 
sary:to-call-for:reports of damage by 
frost; high: temperatures, ete, and not 
infrequently we receive teports from 
outside ‘sources ‘before hearing from 
‘ourown-people, “Delay in this re- 
spect svould justify the inference that 
‘we late not .yery active in the com- 
pany’s interest.

SURCHARGE “FOR SLEEPING» 
AND. PARLOR . CARS 
EXPLAINED 


Citing; amotig’ other facts, the wide 
variation in weight between the av- 
erage -siceping vand parlor car~ and 
passenger coach and further that a 
passenger: coach carries two and a 
half times as many passengers, an in- 
teresting article recently ‘appearing 1n 
the Union Pacific Builetin - explains 
the propricty of the present surcharge 
for sleeping and parlor car-service. 

Agents and other employes called 
upon to explain this charge will profit 
by yeading the explanation offered: 

“There ‘seems to be some aversion 
onthe. part of passengers to being 
charged additional fare forthe privi- 
lege of. riding in sleeping and parlor 
cars.. At the outset, let it be under- 

‘> stood that this charge is teally a part 
of the passage fare and although col- 
jected with the sleeping car fare, it 
finally - becomes. -a part“of the earn- 
ings of ‘the Railroad ‘Companies. 

UPor many years “it chas been the 
thought of the General Passenger 
Agents of the country. that because 
of the comparative value’ of transporta- 
tion ina sleeping: car, apart from the

While the United’ States.Shipping 
Board hasbeen losing :a million -dol-.

The United States Shipping ‘Board 
can sell the ships and so get ‘rid ‘of 
their future losses, .The railroads-can- 
not get out, and the Government itself 
could not get rid-of the-losses even if 
it owned the railroads; .which brings 
us to the. point that it.is inevitable 
that the railroad. situation -must . be 
cared for in order that the ‘railroads 
may pass from their period of .sick- 
ness into wholesome health’ and 
strength. 

Transportation, © and ‘particularly 
railroad transportation, is such a 
large factor in business that“it is im- 
portant to everyone that the railroads 
should be on a“ sound and healthy 
working basis in order ‘that “business 
may have the benefit of prompt car- 
tiage, with despatch and ‘safety. 


What Is the Malady? 


What is the malady and its progress 
and what remains to be done to re- 
store those transportation agencies ‘to 
satisfactory vigor? 

The malady began on’ January 1, 
1917, when the Adamson’ Law took 
effect .on American railroads, placing 
their costs for wages on an .arbitrary 
‘and artificial basis of eight hours a day 
for. calculating the pay of enginemen 
and-trainmen. By. this one step the 
labor costs for operation of the rail- 

“roads were increased . in. 1917” by 
$271,000,000, and this -includes only 
those railroads that hada gross earn- 
ing’of a million dollars or more in the 
year; usually known as! Class Tcroads. 

The next step was in’1920,.a:short 
on “January 1,..1918, the Government 
‘took ever.the ‘yailroads as-a-war-meas- 
ure;:and in that year, 1918, ‘the labor 
costs for railroad operations were in- 
creased by °$874,000,000.

RHE. passing ‘of -a “famous :raiiroad 
builder was marked -with the death 
of J..H. Strobridge in Castro :Valiey, 

California, on July 27,1921: 

Mr.. Strobridge’ was -born. April 23, 
1827,:in Albany, Vermont.” ‘His first 
railroad experience began at the age of 
16 when he went.to Boston and obtain- 
ed .employment -on the -Boston-.and 
Fitchburg Railway laying track. After 
considerable experience ‘in track ‘con~ 
struction. work he took passage around 
Cape Horn to San Francisco-in 1849, 

He engaged in teaming to the mines, 
raising. grain, keéping ‘a hotel and 
canal building for several years, these 
activities being in the districts about 
Sacramento, Placerville and - Dutch 
Flat, Cal. ‘ . 

“Mr, .Strobridge’s -greatest. achieve- 
ment was the building of more than 
ten’ miles of track in .a single ‘day.

T HE Southern Pacific Campany lost 
one of its most trusted and res- 
pected employes in the death of Jos- 
eph Dowling Brennan, Superintendent 
of the Sacramento Division, on Sep- 
tember 20, after an extended period 
of ill health. His passing is keenly 
regretted by all the Southern Pacific 
Company officials and employes who 
knew him, as well as by his many 
friends in all parts of the state, 

Mr. Brenan entered the service 
of the Company in 1908 on the At- 
fantic System. He had had wide rail- 
road experience prior to this time, in- 
cluding service with the Illinois Cen- 
tral and the Union Pacific. Jn Nov- 
ember, 1908, Mr. Brennan’ was made 
Assistant Superintendent of the San 
Joaquin Division, which position he 
held until May, 1909, when he was ap- 
pointed Assistant Superintendent of 
the Western Division with headquar- 
ters at Stockton, 

In November, 1910, Mr. Brennan 
was appointed Superintendent of the 
Stockton Division, serving in this ca- 
pacity until January, 1913, wnen ne 
became Superintendent of the West- 
ern Division with headquarters at 
Oakland Pier. In July, 1916, he was 
made Superintendent of the Sacra- 
mento Division, which position he 
held at the time of his death, 

Mr. Brennan’s record with the 
Southern Pacific Company was an en- 
viable one. He filled every position 
he held with marked efficiency and 
his work always inspired the highest 
confidence in his ability.

and freight. It is my purpose to 
point out to you the possibilities along 
this line. 

“Rough handling is not altogether 
a question of handling in trains. 
dividual packages of freight are very 
often badly handled. In fact, anything 
that starts or stops the movement 
of a package or train approximately 
instantaneously is rough handling, It 
is not a question of how rapid it 
stops. The movement can be very 
rapid if it is not started too fast nor 
stopped too quickly, The thoughts I 
am going to try to bring out are the 
limitations within which it is pos- 
sible to do the work without doing 
damage. 


Costs Not Realized 


“Those who are handling the cars 
in the yards and who are responsible 
for the cost of handling cars in the 
yards don't always have before them 
the enormous expense of claim dam- 
ages, or the still greater expense of 
car repairs.

“For example, on the System \as ‘a 
whole’in July this year, compared with 
last, our average carload was increased 
Ly fons. This effected a saving of 
2,264 cars, and ‘as our average loaded 
cars per ‘train was 19.42, it indicates 
that-an equal volume. of. traffic was 
moved with 117 fess trains as a result 
of better carloading alone. 


Lecomative Loading 

“The same yardstick is applicable ‘to 
locomotive loading. - An increase ‘in 
avetage locomotive load is: equivalent 
to a reduction in locomotive. miles. 
Indeed, an increase’ in :average Toco- 
motive load is equivalent to an increase 
in the serving and earning capacity of 
every transportation unit. Your fuel 
efficiency as well as your efficiency in 
general is determined by the cost of 
service per gross ton-mile, and nothing 
is better calculated to effect economy 
and promote efficiency in this respect 
than the leading of cars and focomo- 
tives to their potential capacity. 

“Form 522 for July reflects quite 
clearly the economic yalue of efficient 
locomotive loading. It shows that com- 
pared with July last year work done 
per pound of coal on the System as a 
whole was 20 per cent greater, and 
that the cost of service per 100 gross 
ton-miles was 6 per cent less. Nine 
of the ten divisions reduced their cost 
of service. It is pleasing to observe 
that the Coast Division, which is 
usually found well up and often in the 
Jead, effected an increase in work done 
per pound of coal of 12 per cent and a 
reduction in cost of service per 100 
gross ton-miles of 9 per cent. 

“This saving on the System was ef- 
fected in the face of a heavy general 
empty-car movement, and the fastest 
average daily movement of cars since 
the return of the railroads to private 
control, average miles per car per day 
being 40. Reduced train miles and 
train interference compensatd in some 
degree for increased speed, but it takes 
fuel oif to produce and sustain train 
speed, 

Regarding Break-in-Twos 


“In July this year, compared with 
last, we reduced break-in-twos 40 per 
cent per 1,000,000 car-miles and one 
division, the Los Angeles, made a re- 
duction of 68 per cent, which was the 
best showing made by any division 
of the System.

COSTLY ERRORS ON WAY- 
BILLS 


N this article Mr. Pope shows 

clearly how it is possible for 
agents and clerical forces to im- ~ 
prove materially our service to 
patrons through the elimination 
of little acts of carelessness and 
thoughtlessness. Such acts are 
costly, and, more ‘important, 
often cause dissatisfaction’ and 
annoyance to the shipper. 

As indicating the volume of 
work made necessary through 
haphazard and careless practices, 
Mr. Pope says that “during the 
calendar year. 1920 the Freight 
Accounts Office sent to Southern 
Pacific agents approximately 
165,000 correction notices to 
cover errors discovered in the 
final revision of waybills. It was 
necessary to write agents some 
15,000 letters asking for informa- 
tion which should have been 
shown on the waybills when re- 
ported and without which the 
Freight, Accounts Office could 
not revise the waybills.” 


made with the least possible delay or 
annoyance to the shipper. 

Many of the overcharges and under- 
charges incident to freight transporta- 
tion are caused by either carelessness 
or insufficient experience on the part 
of-agents or employes who receive 
freight and make waybills or who de- 
liver freight and collect charges. 

As to inexperience there is little to 
say. An inexperienced employe is ad- 
vised regularly of errors that he makes 
through the medium of correction 
notices, etc, issued by the Freight 
‘Accounts Office and should profit by 
the additional experience he secures 
and become skilled. 

On the subject of carelessness of 
semi-carelessness, for which there is 
little excuse, much can be said, but for 
the purpose of this article some of the 
‘more common causes of overcharges 
and undercharges and some sugges- 
tions and facts in connection therewith 
are outlined below: 

All shipments should be correctly 
described on the waybill by the billing 
agent, but whether or not this is done,

Right here I would ‘like to ¢all ats 
tention to the fact, which is hard for 
many to believe, that it does not make 
any difference whether the car which 
is struck has its brakes set--or even 
if the wheels are chocked to interfere 
with its movement, or whether it is 
backed up by a whole ‘train of cars, 
the data gathered is Practicaily the 
same as for a car left free to roll.

business to commercial trucks. After 
hearing the engineers’ arguments the 
grocery men apparently were uncon- 
vinced, However, the forceful and 
convincing argument advanced by the 
solicitors was rewarded a few days 
later when L. B. Moore, Agent at 
Roseburg, Oregon, received a letter 
from the members of this firm stating 
they had concluded “that your inter- 
ests and our interests are mutual and 
we have decided to confine our freight 
business from this time on to the 
Southern Pacific Company and have so 
instructed our shippers.” 

Particularly gratifying is the manner 
in which. the press throughout the 
State has supported the campaign wag- 
ed by Oregon employes. Heipful 
editorials have appeared almost daily 
endorsing the movement and the way 
they have expressed their sentiments 
on the question indicates that they arc 
not Iuke warm on the subject, but 
are thoroughly awakened to the ser- 
iousness of the situation.

“EFFECTIVE RECLAMATION BY. 
SIGNAL DEPARTMENT 


The fact that’. the manufacturer 
could not supply crank shafts :for 
Sheffield motor cars -prompted ‘the 
Signal Department, Portland Division, 
to experiment on - -reclaiming - these 
shafts by building them up. with elec- 
tric welding process. The: results 
have been well worth while. 

The labor ‘and material for welding, 
together with: lathe work, made the 
cost of reclaiming each of these shafts 
$22.15, as against the cost of:a new 
shaft of $39.44, a net saving of $17.29. 
‘About a dozen reclaimed ‘shafts are 
now in service and are giving entire 
satisfaction. 

Another reclamation feature which 
is being practiced by the Signal De- 
partment of the Portland Division is 
in the reclaiming: of cylinders for 
motor cars by shrinking and lapping. 
These cylinders are sent to.a local 
welding firm which ‘has.a secret pro- 
cess by which they are not only re- 
claimed, but improved, since after be- 
ing reclaimed the cylinder does not 
heat: The cost of this work is $4.50 
each, plus 50c each for three new 
rings, making the total cost of ‘re- 
claiming $6.00, From the manufac- 
turer these cylinders cost $14.12 ez he 
Since December the Portland Divis- 
jon has had 52 cylinder: 
all of which have given excellent ser- 
vice and the result to date is a net sav- 
ing of $422.24.
